PARIS, Jan. 15.—Interested French sources de- 
nounced today as “a trap” a reported Italo-German plan 
for a four-power European alliance against Communism. 
| Government spokesmen declined to comment, pleading lack 
of official information, but well informed political observ- 
ers sald France could not think of joining such an alliance. 

They called it a “transparent manoeuvre” to attempt 
to force France to help Germany isolate the Soviet Union 
or, failing in this, to win Great Britain to the Italo-Cer- 
man bloc. This would swing the European balance of 
power against France and Russia, they said.

CALGARY OFFER 
CITY NEW DEAL 


CALGARY, Jan. 15..—A “New 
Deal” offered by eastern boudhold- 
ers to Calgary indicates practically 
a complete refinancing of the bond- 
ed debt of the city, according to a 
summary presented by Mayor An- 
drew Davison to a meeting of civic 
administrators today. 


Under the plan, brought here by 
J. E. Fortin, of Toronto, represent- 
ing the bondholders, there would be 
& reduction in interest rates on all 
debentures bearing 5% and 6 per 
cent to 4% per cent. Holders of 
such securities would be reimburs- 
ed by cash payments to make up 
the difference. 

The plan calls for issuance of new 
25 year debentures to replace the 
present debentures in the hands of 
the public, ‘> thea retiring the 
city debt by 1962, 

The holders of securities totalling 
$17,463,148 would be asked to ex- 
change them for new debentures, 
dated January 1, 1937. At the rate 
of 442 per cent. 

Provision for retirement of the 
new debentures would be made by 
an annual instalment of approxim- 
ately $1,195,000. 

Calgary bonds, totalling $6,630,927, 
held by the sinking fund trusiees, 
would be cancelled while other 
securities held by the sinking fund, 
valued at $3,115,000, would be sold, | 
as near per as possible, the pro- 
ceeds to be used in buying or call- 
ing in new debentures. | 

A saving of $672,991 for the year 
1937 is forecast if the plan is ap- 
proved. Debt charges for city, pub- 
lic and separate schools at present 
are $1,917,460. Under the proposed 
plan they would be $1,244,439, 

For a time the Alberta board of 
public utility commissioners would 
supervise the annual budgets of 
Calgary and programs of the city 
and school boards.

PLENTY FOR ALL 

“As Social Crediters,” continued 
Mr. Hargrave, “we deny that the 
poor are poor because the rich are 
rich. We declare that there is 
plenty for all. 

“The correct slogan of every real 
Social Credit advocate may be sum- | 
med up in the following words— 
‘Not less for some, but more for 
all.” 

When asked about the report of 
the government planning commit- 
tee, Mr. Hargrave declined to say 
anything “at the present time,” but 
“hoped that the people of Alberta 
would have the opportunity of read- 
ing the full text of the report, if 
and when the government releases 
it for publication.” 


THREE MAIN PROBLEMS 


Mr. Hargrave said that in his 
Opinion the first Social Credit gov- 
ernment in the world was faced by 
three main problems, in the follow- 
ing order of importance: 

1—Psychological and educa- 
tional: “That the people of Al- 
berta should stand solidly for 
Social Credit, and nothing but 
Social Credit.” 

2.—Technical (economic): “The 
need for the first Social Credit 
government in the world te com- 
mit itself publicly to the basic 
principies of Socia] Credit; and te 
build its Social Credit mechan- 
iam upon sound foundations.” 

3.—Administrative: “The need 
for a technical staff of first-class 
chartered accountants acting 
under the direction of competent 
and recognized Social Credit 
technicians.” 


“If you were told,” said Mr. Har- 
grave, “to set to work and build 
én engine fcr an automobile, you 
would not be able to make an en- 
gine that would work unless you 
took the trouble to study and under- 
stand the principles that govern 
the theory of the internal combus- 
tion engine. ‘ 

“In the great task of freeing 
themselves from the bank debt sys- | 
tem, the people of Alberta will need | 
all their religious faith and zea 
and energy.

SIGNS OF PROSPERITY 

From Cape Town comes the kind of news one 
would like to see Canada sending to the world: 
“Employment conditions in South Africa have 
never been healthier, the department of labor 
declared in an official report. The department 
said it could easily place 2,000 men if they were 
available.” 

No one needs to be told in detail what that 
implies, The broad inference is that business 
is brisk and wages good, with all the favorable 
conditions which go with that state of affairs. 
The sure basis of prosperity is that the demand 
for labor be somewhat in excess of the supply. 


EXPLANATIONS NEEDED 

Premier Aberhart is reported as stating on 
Wednesday that no cabinet changes are in 
immediate prospect. Then why did Mr. Ross 
resign? In his statement to the public he said 
he quit because of the Premier's intention to 
take- somebody into the cabinet with whom the 
late Minister was unwilling to be associated. 
In his statement in response, the Premier 
affirmed that this was the cause of difference. 
Now comes the reported denial of any changes 
to be made in the near future. 

This necessarily leaves the public guessing. 
Was the reason assigned the real reason for 
demanding the resignation? If not, what was the 
cause? Or has there been a change of plans in 
consequence of the publicity aroused or because 
of subsequent happenings or threatened hap- 
penings? 

BRITAIN SHOWS THE WAY 

The Government of Great Britain is making 
a loan of $48,250,000, on twenty eight year de- 
bentures, bearing interest at 2'2 per cent. 
British investors are not holding out for higher 
rates, knowing they won't get them. The cheap 
money policy in Britain has come to stay. 

The Government is raising this mohey to 
electrify the transport system of Greater Lon- 
don. In Canada that would be rated as a 
municipal enterprise, which it is in fact and 
purpose. The effect is that the municipality is 
to get the benefit of an improvement carried 
out by 242 per cent Government money. 

If the Government of Canada would adopt a 
similar policy, supplying municipalities with 
capital for important public works at 2% per 
cent, and enabling them to refund their present 
debts at the same rate, unemployment would be 
reduced to negligible proportions by the end of 
next summer, and the relief money saved would 
pay the interest bill. 


PARLIAMENT 

The Speech read by the Governor-General 
at the opening of parliament is in keeping with 
the present day practice of making these of- 
ficial communications, at Ottawa and at the 
provincial capitals, mainly ceremonial and only 
casually informative. Weither the members nor 
the public now expect a Speech to disclose in 
any large way what the sessional program is to 
be. 

The historical part of the Speech makes fit- 
ting reference to the abdication of King Edward 
VIII and the accession of King George VI; to the 
disruption of the League of Nations; the friendly 
relations between Canada and the United States; 
-the improvement in conditions that has taken 
place in the Dominion during the year; and to 
the activities of the Ministers in seeking t:ade 
expansion and carrying out administrative 
changes authorized at last session. And on the 
other side, there is reference also fitting to the 
“foremost problem” presented by the large num- 
bers who are still on relief 

The “measures to be introduced” include one 
to provide for the establishment of a trans- 
Canada air service; one expanding the Railway 
Commission into a body to supervise transporta- 
tion generally; authorization of loans for the 
improvement of houses; an act to provide pen- 
sions for the blind at an age Jower than seventy 
years; the long overdue revision of the capital 
strvcture of the Nationa] Railways; the removal 
of the “gold clause” from debt contracts, and 
co-oneration with the provinces to assist in the 
estehlishment of unemployed young people. 

If this list of projected legislative action is 
not a Jengthy one, the items are al! importent, 
some of them of far-reaching importance. All 
the subjects cited have been topics of wide 
discussion and on these parliamentary action 
will be following rather than preceding public 
opinion, 

The list does not mention several matters 
which in western Canada, and perhaps in east- 
erm Canads also, are recognized to be funda- 


+ 
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mental to stable progress, permanent prosperity 
and general contentment. These omissions may 
be due to the customary disinclination of a Gov- 
ernment to announce important departures in 
policy until the temper of its legislative body 
has been disclosed in debate. It can never be 
assumed that what is not announced in the 
Speech will not be done. 


AGGRAVATING THE TAX. 
PAYERS 
Mr. Thomas Bradshaw of Toronto, “ho was 
sent out by the bond-dealers a couple of years 
ago to tell the rebellious taxpayers of Winnipeg 
and Vancouver they needn't look for any reduc- 


tion in bond interest rates, has issued a vooklet 
on “Trends in municipal debt in Canada. ' 


One evident purpose is to show how insens- 
ible municipal councils and taxpayers are to the 
exceeding generosity with which they have been 
treated, in that bond rates are now far below 
the war-inflated rates of 1920. Thus it is shown 
that “one of our best conducted cities” then had 
to pay 5.12 per cent for five year money which 
it could now borrow at 1.82 per cent; that for 
ten year money it then had to pay 6.88 per cent 
and is now asked only 2.11; while on twenty 
year debentures the rate then was 6.56 and is 
now 3 per cent. 

But the joker in this little calculation is that 
rates have dropped farther in the last two ycars 
than they did in the preceding fourteen. Bonds 
sold up until 1934 are therefore carrying rates 
twice or more than twice the rates now quoted 
as obtainable, and will continue to carry those 
for years to come. 

The cities cannot borrow to refund because 
the bulk of their bonds are not callable for years. 
They cannot borrow for construction because 
their paying power is over-pledged already. 

Of what earthly use is it to tell cities loaded 
to the limit of their credit with cast-iron bond 
contracts bearing high interest rates. that they 
could now borrow at half or a third of the cost 
if they had any credit left? 

The ambition of all the large cities in Canada 
at present is not to borrow money for fresh 
capital undertakings, but to get the interest retes 
on their existing debt down to a figure that will 
not drive them into bankruptcy. Telling them 
they must go on paying the “sacred” rates which 
have plunged them into a sea of bank overdrafts, 
floating debts and annual deficits, an@ at the 
same time reminding them that forces outside 
the control of the “sound money” fraternity have 
reduced rates on new borrowings to live-and- 
let-live figures, only adds insult to injury—and 
popular aggravation to the other factors which 
make the bond-holders’ investments insecure. 

If that is Mr. Bradshaw's idea of a joke it 
may not turn out to be funny. For if anything 
was needed to inspire a demand for the general 
refunding of municipal debts, by compulsion if 
necessary, Mr. Bradshaw's thimble-rigged calcu- 
lation supplies it.

“MASHED PUMPKIN—Peel and cut a 
pumpkin into small pieces and cook until tender, 
allowing to “cook down” so as to avoid pouring 
off any excess liquid. Mash as you would po- 
tatoes, seasoning with a little salt and the de- 
sered amount of cream. If the canned pumpkin 
is used, take care in the “cooking down” process 
to keep from burning, adding the cream just 
before serving. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: B.C. writes: ‘For some time I 
have had‘a dull pain just under the ribs on the 
right side,.not severe enough to make it seem 
necessary to go to a doctor, but enough to make 
me uncomfortable most of the time, and now 
I believe it is getting worse. What do you sug- 
gest?” 

ANSWER: A dull pain just below the ribs 
on the right side at the point nearest the navel 
often indicates gall bladder trouble. A pain due 
to appendicitis usually starts in the pit of the 
stomach and finally shoots down to the lower 
right hand side, just above the pubic bone. If 
the pain is a little higher, it is probably caused 
by gas in the caecum (that part of the large 
intestine just above the appendix). My sugges- 
tion is that you secure a thorough examination 
in order to find out what is really wrong. With 
the modern facilities for examination it should 
be fairly easy to discover some definite cause 
of the pain. 

QUESTION: From “Puzzled”: I have before 
me a copy of my doctor's report which he gave 
to me after an examination and states that there 
is present some myocardia] damage. I haven't 
the slir*+::* idea what kind of trouble this is 
and I». .¢ appreciate it if you would explain 
it to me.” 

ANSWER: The myocardium is the heart 
muscle and therefore myocardia] damage would 
refer to a damage to the muscular tissue of the 
heart. Even though you do not understand the 
report, I believe that you ought to be congratu- 
lated upon the fact that you secured a good ex- 
amination. The value of the complete examina- 
tion cannot be over-estimated in the case of the 
patient with any tendency to a heart disorder 
or to a disorder of the other vita] organs. 

QUESTION: Evangeline O'R inquires: “Do 
you believe a good permanent wave injures the 
scalp or the color sacs of the hair?” 

ANSWER: A good permanent should not in- 
jure the scalp in any way.

I've paid provincial sales tax on all manner of 
“things of late that went against the grain—cuch 
things as Christmas cards, kiddies’ toys, flowers, 
candy, preserved ginger, shaving cream, tooth- 
paste, etc. But nothing seemed more unjust 
than the cent I had to pay yesterday on a 29 
cent picture frame for an enlarged photograph 
of “the first State Credit House in Alberta.” 

It is a picture of the Credit House that was 
commandeered from the back of somebody's lot 
on Hallowe'en at Bentley, and opened for busi- 
ness on the main street. It is not only the noar- 
est thing we yet have had to the promised Cre- 
dit Houses—though 102 places were opticned 
and dropped, I am told—but the legend on the 
door, “Patrons please use Scrip” shows confid- 
ence in the néw paper currency. 

I'm told that the Mounted Police have teen 
rounding up these photographs. confiscating 
them and demanding information as to where 
they come from. 
our local Cossacks would like to try confiscat- 
ing my property or putting me through a third 
degree about the source of this work of art. 
Because of the confidence they inspire, photo- 
graphs and frames therefor of the first State 
Credit House ought to be exempt from provin- 
cial sales tax.

Dr. Jill Cossley-Batt and her husband, Dr. 
Irvin Baird, who are to lecture in Edmonton to- 
morrow afternoon and evening on their experi- 
ences in the exploration of Thibet, and of teir 
discovery of a mountain tribe whose members 
normally live to 130 years of age ought to make 
note of that veteran Canadian who at 98 years 
of age recently survived nine days and cight 
nights exposure in the bush. Fearing he would 
freeze to death if he lay down to rest at night 
he kept on the move in below-zero weather, 
until] he finally found a trajl that led to home. 

There have been several well-authenticated 
instances of remarkable longevity among Eur- 
opeans, which seem to indicate that mankind 
has a latent power of longevity that would re- 
pay cultivation. There is the case of Thomas 
Jenkins who lived to the age of 146 and the 
case of Thomas Parr who lived to be 157. Parr’s 
gravestone in London bears the legend, “He 
lived through the reign of ten British mon- 
archs”. An autopsy revealed that his vital or- 
gans were those of a mature man at his death. 
Had he not been taken from his rural home and 
lionized in London he might have lived many 
years longer. It was not old age but unaccus- 
tomed rich food and wine and late hours that 
hastened his death. 


Within the past year there died a diminutive 
lady doctor, Dr. Davenport of Baltimore, who 
had attained an age of 112 years. Two of her 
surviving sons are over 90 years of age. She 
learned the piano under Liszt. 


, A-recent study of longevity in Germany re- 
sults in a finding—quite contrary to common 
belief—that longevity is not associated with the 
quiet life. Nearly all of the German centenar- 
ians are persons of nervous temperament who 
have led energetic lives. 

Dr. Davenport married at 12, was a mcther 
at 13, had three husbands, twelve children, 
studied for and entered a medical career after 
60, and until a few days before her death plaved 
the piano, rode horseback daily and smoked in- 
numerable cigarettes.

The work of Dr. Cossley-Batt and Dr. Baird, 
and their book. “The Elixir of Life” interest me 
because the authors belong to the bio-chemical 
school of British medicine, which now numbers 
about two thousand medical practitioners and 
professors who have formed a sort of Left group 
to the orthodoxy of the British Medical Associa- 
tion. 

Because it deals with precious life, the med- 
ical profession is exceedingly conservative in its 
approach to new methods and theories. Liberals 
of the bio-chemical school of medicine place 
more reliance on the healing power of 
nature than on drugs and operations—theugh 
not discarding these entirely. Endocrinology 
emphasizes the importance of the chemical basis 
of life. Infinitesimal glandular secretions make 
all the difference between tallness and short- 
ness, fatness and thinness, the quality of hair, 
eyes, complexion, happiness and temperament. 
Just as certain elements in chemistry act as cat- 
alysts, permitting fusions to take plece that 
could not take place without their presence, 
so particular foods and happy mental states ap- 
pear to be necessary as catalysts for health. The 
effort of the bio-chemica] school is to place 
drugs and foods on chemical rather than an em- 
pirical basis. 

Dr. ‘Cossley-Batt who has performed over 
9,000 exact chemical analyses of herbivorous 
substances, says that many of the common 
weeds—our own Russian thistle for instance— 
has valuable medical] qualities. Driven by the 
paucity of their soil and the hardship of their 
climete to find the utmost in value out of their 
scant vegetation. the Himalayan tribes among 
whom cancer is unknown, have become skilled 
in discovering dietary and medica) uses for their 
native herbs. 

“The Elixir of Life” deals with food and 
health problems. It names and explains the 
chemical defiiciencies which symptomize differ- 
ent common diseases and advises on simple 
foods to secure chemica] replenishment and 
maintain health, norma] weight and efficiency. 
This is one export from Thibet on which no 
duty need bé paid. 

I hope it may be possible for the author- 
explorers while here to deal with some of the 
medicinal plants and weeds of Alberta. It may 
not be quite so fascinating as the story and films 
of life among the weird but scholarly Lamas of 
the Forbidden City, but it weuld have a deily 
value in desling with the needs and mystery of 
life around us.

A Day in Canadian History 


On January 15 fifty years ago 
the Dominion parliament was dis- 
solved, It was a short campaign, 
polling taking place on February 
22. I remember it was a bitterly 
cold day, blizzardy in many places 
yet there was a large turn out of 
voters, the electors being excited 
ever the commercial union with 
the United States’ proposals of Ed- 
ward Blake in the English provinces 
while Quebec was still angry over 
the execution of Louis Riel in 1885 
the Nationalist agitation under Hon- 
ore Mercier being then at its height. 
In the final result Sir John Mac- 
donald was sustained, the Conserv- 
atives electing 123 against the Lib- 
erals’ 92. Fifteen Quebec constitu- 
encies deserted the Conservatives. 
Never since that election has Que- 
bec given a Conservative majority 
though up to that time it had done 
s0, except in the “Pacific scandal” 
election in 1874 when the Liberals 
out numbered the Conservatives 
by 1.

It is generally believed that the skin 
of a fat person is warmer to the touch | 
than is that of a thin person; that the 
fat person is hotter all over than the | 
thin person. Measuring the tempera- | 
ture of people's skins has been the 
hobby of Dr. William Bierman, New 
York physician, who has found that 
the skin of fat people is always cooler 
than that of thin people. He explains 
this surprising fact by saying that the 
temperature of the skin over inactive 
tissue, such as muscles, is always 
higher than skin over active tissue, 
such as fat or bones. The layer of fat 
just beneath the skin of fat people 
keeps the skin cooler, for it insulates 


the skin from heat inside. Thus, th 
fat person feels hotter inside, but he 
is actually cooler outside
